The appeal of the Air League to 
the Air Ministry, for prohibition 
of the flying in England of “Fly- 
ing Flea” aeroplanes, was support-| 
ed last month by the jury at the/ 
inquest at Chiddirgstone Cause 
way, Kent, on Flight-Lt. Ambrose 
Murray. Cowell, aged 27, who was 
Kilied while testing one at 
Penshurst. : ‘ 

‘Retuming a verdict of acciden- 
tal death, the jury added a rider 
strongly supporting ‘the action of 
the Air League in its recommen- 
dation tothe Air Ministry, and ex. 
pressing the hope that the Lea- 
gue would pursue that policy as 
strongly as it could, The jury al- 
So stated that test flying should 
not be carried out over inhabited 
areas, 

The Coroner, Mr. A. H. Neve, 
stated: “There is to be an official 
enquiry into the. matter. I bad, 
an opportunity of seeing Major 
Cooper (Air Ministry Inspector 
of “Accidents) and he told me that, 
the Government is. giving very 
considerable attention to it.” 

Testing Duties 

Mr. Sidney Ernest Veale, assis-! 
tant secretary to the Air. League, ; 
which was described as an asso-| 
ciation of geople desiring to Pro-| 


Flight-Lt: Cowell was engaged by! 
the League. His “duties included! 
testing “Flying Fleas" at the re- 
quest of their owners. 

“He had,” said Mr. Veale, “ac- 
tually tested and flown seven dif- 
ferent machines. I think probably 
he had more experience of dif- 
ferent types of ‘Flying Fleas’ 
than anyone else in the country.” 

The Coroner: The Air Ministry 
do not assume any responsibility 
with regard to the airworthiness 
of these small machines, do they? 


Robert G. Doig, of Sidcup-hill,
